parenthood.” 
This 
means that while the child is not 
legally adopted, he becomes a part 
of his new fam ily much as if he 
were adopted, and the arrange­ 
ment, if m utually satisfactory, may 
become permanent. 
The C h ild W elfare office con­ 
tinues to keep in touch with the 
child tiirough his foster parents. 
Pasrments of $30 a month for board 
and $10 a month for clothing are 
made to the parents by the county. 
If the child % father is a veteran, 
the state pays the board and cloth­ 
ing bills. 
Miss M eaior said ppplications are 
carefully mv estimated to see if they 
are econoTiically capable of pro­ 
viding a s'able home life and in 
other respects would make good 
parents. 
“ AH of our children are ncrmal 
and have the same capacities and 
needs for the love and guidance of 
a parent ana securiiy of a nome,” 
Miss Meador concluded. *‘They are 
not delinquents, unless you could 
call a victim of a broken or de­ 
serted home or a home which has 
lost a parent through death a de­ 
linquent child.”
